NOTE: Amended claims 1, 14 and 15 recite "indicates quantitative value" and "according to QoS class of each packet" 
which requires further consideration. 

Additionally, Applicants argue Rinne fails to disclose a quantitative guarantee type packet having a request value for communication quality, 
or a relative guarantee type packet not having the request value for communication quality. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Rinne teaches 
a quantitative guarantee type packet having a request value for communication quality (on page 4, paragraph 68: wherein differing classes 
of QoS are disclosed) or a relative guarantee type packet not having the request value for communication quality (page 4, paragraph 68: 
different class may be of quality of service, classes of latency, classes of throughput, classes of delay, classes of bandwidth, etc., each 
category having a different packet flow. The quantitative guarantee type packet and relative guarantee type packet can be of different 
classes and packet flows. With these differing classes and packet flows, the quantitative guarantee type packet has a particular request 
value for communication quality and the relative guarantee type packet may not having that request value for communication quality. 
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
